total value of the crop, §280,900,000 in 
New York; worth, say, on the farms, 
$211,000,000. No individual is compe- 
tent to judge of the wonderfu) eco- 
nomic improvement of the cotton 
plant, effected by the American plan- 
ter, except he be familiar with the 
writing of scientists from Darwin to 
the present time. Cotton, an exotic 
to the United States, is most respon- 
sive here to the plant breeder’s work. 
In length of staple, in strength of 
fiber, in productive yteld, it responds 
freely to either seed gelection or to 
artificial pollenization. 

European botanists wonder at the 
maize plant growing from the equator 
to the colds of Canada, and prolific 
in gruin over the widest latitude on 
our continent. 

Cotton now confined to the 
from Virginia south to the gulf, was 
before the invention of the cotton gin, 
grown in Maryland, New Jersey anda 
on Long Island, New York, and un- 
doubtedly much farther north it could 
have been raised for family use, had 
not the modern factory system abol- 
ished from the farms the home prepa- 
ration of flax, cotton and wool. This 
division of true ancient domestic econ- 
omy was handed down through Greece, 
Rome, modern Europe, to the time 
when some of ug. moderns were boys. 
In practice the confining of one’s en- 
ergies to the -production of but one 
product, often results in the most 
profit. 

Farming follows a different rule. 
For final and@ continued success, the 
farmer is obliged to produce many 
things for sale and for use. Confining 
himself to but one crop spells ultimate 
disaster, even when for years that crop 
has been profitable. ‘ 

Poor Crop a Blessing. 

The land hopelessly deteriorates if 
continuously planted in any one cul- 
tivated crop. This is why the poor 
cotton crop of this year, if it turns 
out a very small yield, will prove a 
blessing, a timely warning to the 
planter of nature's veto of non-rota- 
tion methods, 

If economics laws be continually 
broken by man’s cupidity, nature will 
finally enforce their observance. 

This summer shows. more emphat- 
ically than ever before the difference 
between fresh land full of humys and 
worn land long cultivated to cotton. 
Neither the excess of rain nor the ex- 
tretne ‘of dry hot weather reduces so 
seriously .the yield on the non-abused 
land. . 
‘In forecasting the future of this 
growing crop, one finds an inviting 
opportunity of spreading the gospel of 
optimism.

I have not been troubled in my home 
with flies or mosquitoes for a long 
time, and want others to know how 
easily they may be free from the an 
noyance of these filthy and dangerous 
pests. 

Il have a five-room house with front 
and back door and eight windows. Tne 
front door screen 1 bought at a total 
cost of $1.75, as 1 wanted the front 
of the house to look as well as I could 
aftord. 

The back door is seven feet by two 
and a haif feet and the windows six 
feet by two and a half feet, except a 
pantry window, which is somewnat 
smaller. 

The first thing | did was to measure 
the space on the outside of the sasn, 
just inside of the face of the casins 
for a frame that would cover the 
whole window. The advantage of a 
full-length screen is that it does nvt 
interfere with the raising of the lower 
and dropipng of the upper sashes, and 
is fly-proof. 1 never learned Carpen- 
tering. but I took pieces of old boards 
and boxes, out of which I ripped aad 
then planed two and a half-inch strips 
for the sides and top 4nd three and a 
half-inch strips for the bottom, with 
a crosspiece in center’ three inches 
wide. The back door frame was made 
the, same way, but proportionately 
he avier. 

The wire was fastened on, exten‘d- 
ing one-half inch or more beyond the 
sides and ends of opening with tacks 
five or six inches apart. To make the 
job look nicer, a small, flat sirip was 
nailed all round to cover the edge of 
the wire and across in the center- 
piece, 

I marked each frame on the edge 
with a chisel, using Roman numerals, 
and put the same mark on the wind)w 
casing s0 as to have no trouble in fit- 
ting the screens each spring. 

I used 60 feet of 28-inch screen wire 
eight pairs of plain hinges for wir- 
dows, spring hinges and hook for bac« 
door, making total cost in money 
follows:

The postoffice in Germany are pe- 
cullar institutions, says F, Harris 
Deans in the August Wide World 
Magazine. The y are a far-sighted 
people, the Germans, and they allow 
for expansion. If there are any post- 
offices in the country of lesg than 
three stories, 1 must have overlooked 
them. &very floor is divided into 
about four departments, and every de- 
partment has about a dozen offices. 

In some of the smaller towns, where 
businesg is not very brisk, the staff 
consists of one official. You have to 
make an appointment with him if you 
Want to be served. Entering on the 
groundfloor, you run round and tap 
with your money at every pigeon-hole 
until he answers. You then ask him 
for a stamp, whereupon he orders you 
to go to No. 1 pigeon-hole and wait 
for about five minutes, and then he 
pops his head out of No. 3 and wants 
to know if you've gone to sleep.
